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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the art still reads on the claims. The argument 
that Haefner does not teach anything with the versatile scope of the system of the present invention and applicants can not agree that it 
would be obvious to modify the Haefner device to achieve the system of the present invention is not persuasive. First, it must be realized 
that a 103 rejection is an admission that the prior art does not teach every element in the claim and therefore a combination of references 
or a reliance on common knowledge in the art or legal precedent is necessary to provide the missing limitation(s). The examiner 
recognizes that obviousness can only be established by combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed 
invention where there is some teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge 
generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988) and In re Jones, 
958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, it was relied upon as well known and obvious to one skilled in the art to 
provide sensing between all combinations of any two electrodes. Two teachings of this can be seen in Sholder and Greeninger, which 
were previously provided. The modification being the alteration of one sensing system in an implantable device, as taught by Haefner, 
with the well known teachings of sensing between all combinations of any two electrodes in implantable devices. The motivation to 
combine being that it is well known in the art to sense between all combinations of any two electrodes to provide sensing of heart activity 
between all combinations of any two electrodes so that a particular configuration can be chosen to sense heart activity depending on the 
implantation of the leads and the sensing of a particular heart condition. Therefore, the 103 rejection is proper. Also, the test for 
obviousness is not whether the features of a secondary reference may be bodily incorporated into the structure of the primary reference; 
nor is it that the claimed invention must be expressly suggested in any one or all of the references. Rather, the test is what the combined 
teachings of the references would have suggested to those of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 
(CCPA 1981). In addition, it must be recognized that any judgment on obviousness is in a sense necessarily a reconstruction based 
upon hindsight reasoning. But so long as it takes into account only knowledge which was within the level of ordinary skill at the time the 
claimed invention was made, and does not include knowledge gleaned only from the applicant's disclosure, such a reconstruction is 
proper. See In re McLaughlin, 443 F.2d 1392. 170 USPQ 209 (CCPA 1971). 
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
